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Itoo more retailers 
to close their doors

TWO town centre retailers have said 
there is no longer enough to keep 
people shopping in Haverhill town 
centre. 

Jewellery by Tony Strowger, on High 
Street, and Morley’s, on Queen Street, 
are both leaving the town in the 
coming months. 

Mr Strowger, who has had his shop 
for 12 years, has decided to move to 
Bury St Edmunds in a bid to save his 
business. 

He said: “Haverhill is not as active 
as it once was, and I think everybody 
knows that. I would say that a lot of 
people are shopping out of town.” 

Mr Strowger is shutting up shop on 
February 22, and will re-open on St 
John’s Street, Bury St Edmunds, on 
March 1. 

Morley’s has been in the town for 
half a century, and is now closing 
down due to the owner’s retirement. 

David Jagg has worked there for 28 
years, and has been store manager 
for eight years. 

Since the announcement earlier 
this week, Mr Jagg and his colleagues 
have been inundated with positive 
feedback on their service to the town. 

The shop will shut on March 31. 

Mr Jagg said: “We have served the 
town for 50 years, and survived two 
or three recessions.” 

Morley’s provides the uniforms for 
Castle Manor Academy and Place 
Farm Primary Academy. 

Mr Jagg added: ’’The town centre is 
not managed properly, and people go

to Cambridge or Bury St Edmunds 
where there is more choice. 

“There’s not enough in the town to 
keep people here spending their 
money.” 

The news of the two stores 
closing comes in the same 
week that a national opera¬ 
tor has expressed an inter¬ 
est in securing the empty 
Co-op site on Jubilee Walk. 

Will Austin, town clerk, 
urged people to shop locally. 

He said: “We lose shops 
because we don’t use them, 
and potential new retailers come 
here and look at how many people 
are out and about in the High Street 
before deciding whether to set up in 


Haverhill. 

“If we keep our side of the bargain 
by shopping locally as much as we 
possibly can, it boosts the local 
economy and gives us 
ammunition in our efforts 
to get the Economic 
Development people to 
do more.” 

Elaine Carr, owner of 
thebestof Haverhill, 
added: “Perhaps these 
latest changes will cause 
people to reflect on where 
they spend their money 
and motivate them to spend 
more of it in Haverhill.”

Councillors vote against videoing meetings 


A CONTROVERSIAL suggestion to 
video all council and committee 
meetings has been refused. 

Cllr Barry Robbins, of UKIP, sug¬ 
gested that videoing meetings of 
Haverhill Town Council would make 
them “open and democratic” and give 
the public a chance to see what the 
council does. 

He said: “Meetings should be open 
and I think it would be a good idea for 
these to be shown.” 

But other town councillors voted 
against it. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, said 
that the videoed material could be 


easy to abuse. 

Speaking at full council on Tuesday 
he said: “The current proposal comes 
from a group with a recent track 
record for abusing councillors and 
residents, for preventing the expres¬ 
sion of views they disagree with and 
using criticism of representatives to 
pursue a political agenda.” 

All council meetings and commit¬ 
tees are open for the public to attend, 
and minutes and agendas are availa¬ 
ble to view online. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor, 
added that having cameras present in 
meetings may make people uncom¬ 


fortable and have a detrimental affect 
on what is said. 

Haverhill’s Safer Neighbourhood 
Team has recently started streaming 
meetings online - but councillors say 
they would prefer people to go to 
meetings and take part in discussions. 

Newly-elected town councillor Paul 
Firman, also of UKIP, was the only 
other person to vote in favour of vide¬ 
oing.

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Family flee as fire rips 
through village home 


THREE people were 
taken to hospital after a 
fire, which blazed for 
more than four hours, 
ripped through a three- 
storey home. 

The incident, at The 
Grange, The Street, in 
Little Thurlow hap¬ 
pened at 3.30am on 
Sunday and was not 
brought under control 
until 8am. 

More than 30 firefight¬ 
ers were on the scene 
through the night and 
into the morning in a 
bid to control the blaze 
at the Grade II listed 
property. 

Steve Mableson, offic¬ 
er in charge of the oper¬ 
ation, said: “There were 
four people in the house 
at the time of the fire. 

“Two teenagers were 
sleeping on the second 
floor in the room where 
the fire originated. 

“Prior to the arrival of 
the fire service, a female 
teenager was rescued by 
her father. 

“A male teenager had

also made his own way 
out of the premises 
through a bedroom 
window.” 

The family have been 
named locally as the 
Huelins, and it is 
thought that father 
Lewis rescued daughter 
Emily from the fire. 

A spokesman for the 
East of England 
Ambulance Service 
confirmed that they 
were called to the scene 
shortly after 3.30am. 

He said: “Four patients 
were treated at the 
scene, three conveyed 
to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital with potential 
smoke inhalation. None 
of them were thought to 
have life threatening 
injuries.” 

Mr Mableson said that 
all three people have 
now been released from 
hospital. 

It is thought that the 
blaze started with an 
electric fire in a second 


floor bedroom. 

Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service will not 
be launching an investi¬ 
gation, Mr Mableson 
said. 

Crews from Haverhill, 
Wickhambrook, Linton, 
Clare, Cambridge and 
Bury St Edmunds all 
attended the scene, a 
road closure was put in 
place and a local coun¬ 
cil officer was called. 

The roof timbers have 
been burnt through 
leaving the roof struc¬ 
ture unstable, and most 
of the damage has been 
confined to the second 
floor. 

The property had just 
been sold by Cheffins, 
with a guide price of 
£685,000. 

The estate agents con¬ 
firmed that “there has 
never been a fire like 
this in a house we are 
currently selling”, but 
were unable to offer any 
further comment.

A1307 on the

“Haverhill is on the up and I think 
there is wide support for more 
infrastructure to support that, but I 
think the community needs to 
come together to really give this 
idea a big push if we are to get 
anywhere. That is why I am calling 
for a public meeting. I hope 
everyone concerned about the 
future of Haverhill can attend.” 

All options into the future of the 
road need to be discussed, 
including dualling of the highway, 
possible government funding and a 
bypass around Linton. 

The meeting is taking place at 
Haverhill Football Club on March 
21, from 6pm.

Town to get 
a credit union

FAMILIES are being discour¬ 
aged from using payday 
lenders with the develop¬ 
ment of a new credit union. 

Haverhill is due to get a 
credit union service with a 
town centre location opening 
in March. 

The service will operate 
from the Havebury Housing 
Partnership offices in the 
High Street and advise fami¬ 
lies on how to make savings 
while having access to small 
scale borrowing. 

At Tuesday’s full council 
meeting, councillors pledged 
£3,000 to help the project get 
established over a period of 
one year. 

Cllr Roger Andre is a mem¬ 
ber of the steering group set 
up to support the service, 
which is being run through 
the Ipswich and Suffolk 
Credit Union. 

He said: “Town councillors

have been working with 
groups in the community to 
address the scourge of child 
poverty in our town. 

“Encouraging families to 
plan their limited finances, 
with access to small scale 
borrowing and saving, pro¬ 
tects them from high-inter-

rates and charges.” 

The town council’s dona¬ 
tion will help to employ an 
organiser to recruit and train 
volunteers for the scheme. 
After being established for a 
year, the scheme will be in 
the hands of volunteers.

Town’s half-marathon event gets council backing 

AN EXCITING event for runners has 
received the backing of Haverhill Town 
Council. 

The Haverhalf and HaverlO, the 
town’s first half marathon and 10K, are 
being held in May this year. 

At Tuesday’s full council meeting Jack 
Tappin, race director, and a representa¬ 
tive from St Nicholas Hospice Care 
applied for a grant. 

They have been awarded £500. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor, 
said: “I hope this event is going to be 
the first of many, and I think that we 
should support you.” 

The events, sponsored by Sanofi, of 
Rookwood Way, are going to start and 
finish on the Recreation Ground. 

Castle Manor Academy, GreenAir 
Cars, Stylize, Perform Sports Therapy 
and Haverhill Town Pastors have also 
pledged their support. 

Mr Tappin said that 48 people have 
signed up to take part so far, less than a 
week after the launch.

A BIG name operator could be 
moving into a prime town centre 
location. 

The Co-op unit on Jubilee Walk, 
Haverhill, has stood empty since 
2011, but the company has con¬ 
firmed that there has been “con¬ 
siderable interest” in firms want¬ 
ing the site. 

The building, owned by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, is 
on lease to the Co-op until 2076. 

A spokesman for the Co - operative 
Estates said: “There has been con¬ 
siderable interest in the premises 
and we are currently in negotia¬ 
tions with a national operator 
interested in acquiring it, but we 
are unable to say any more at this 
stage.” 

Many companies have previously 
expressed an interest in owning 
the site, notably Morrisons. They 
reportedly pulled out over a lack of 
free parking. 

The nearby car park is also 
owned by the borough council. 

There are 210 spaces, but it costs 
£2.20 to stay there all day.

Will Austin, town clerk, said that 
the sooner the shop comes back in 
to use, the better. 

“It is very welcome news that the 
Co-op are making progress 
towards finding a new occupier for 
the premises,” he said. 

“The building has been vacant 
since 2011, far too long for a prime 
retail site in a town centre that 
desperately needs a wider range of 
shops to serve a fast growing pop¬ 
ulation. 

“I hope they will be able to seal 
the deal quickly and I am sure the 
whole town will be keen to find out 
what the new occupier will add to 
Haverhill’s retail offer.” 

Mr Austin added that a national 
chain would go a long way to revi¬ 
talising the High Street, and pro¬ 
viding a better shopping experi¬ 
ence for the town’s residents.

Town activities 
could be hit in 
budget cuts 


COMMUNITY activites and 
Christmas lights could take a 
hit in the coming year. 

Haverhill Town Council 
needs to make savings of 
£129,000 over four years as a 
result of a funding withdraw¬ 
al from St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

At a meeting of the Leisure 
and Community committee 
on lanuary 20, a draft budget 
was drawn up for the arts and 
leisure budget - which pays 
for community activities - the 
Arts Centre budget and the 
community first budget, 
which pays for things like 
Christmas lights and grit 
bins. 

The provisional budget out¬ 
lines a 12.4 per cent reduction 
across these three areas, 
which equates to around 
£25,000. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said: 
“This is one of the largest 
areas of the council’s expend¬ 
iture. 

“Councillors were very keen 
that we should protect the 
free activities for the public, 
so the most significant impact

fell on the community first 
budget.” 

In the draft budget, there is 
a 30 per cent proposed reduc¬ 
tion on money spent on 
Christmas lights. 

The town council owns a lot 
of its own lights - especially 
with the addition of the deco¬ 
rations designed by local 
schoolchildren last 

Christmas. 

Mr Austin added: “We have 
quite a lot of lights of our own 
that we have bought over a 
period of years - and we 
are looking at ways of 
making significant 
savings. 

“We will make 
sure that the lights 
display is every bit 
as impressive as it 
was in 2013.” 

The town council 
has been looking at 
other ways to make up 
for the money lost 
including a possible rise in 
council tax. 

Mr Austin explained that 


several preliminary budgets 
have been drawn up - which 
state the impact of a zero 
increase in council tax 
through to a 5 per cent 
increase. 

He said: “We are very keen 
for a budget which does not 
impose a significant addi¬ 
tional burden on the commu¬ 
nity. 

“To achieve that, it will not 
be without impact on what we 
do.” 

The borough council has 
ruled to keep a discretionary 

grant awarded to them by 
the Government for the 
financial year. 
Previously, it has 
been paid out to all 
of the towns and 
parishes in the 
area. 

The town coun¬ 
cil’s funding will be 
reduced by 25 per 
cent per year, until it 
is phased out. They 
need to cut £32,000 this 
year. 

The budget needs to be 
approved by full council.

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An unflattering Facebook photograph was the 
catalyst Teresa Cameron needed to shed six stone 
in six months - then run her first half marathon. 
Louise Cummings meets the inspiring mum-of-two. 


S TARING at the Facebook 
photo of herself at a hen 
weekend, Teresa felt 
disgusted by what she saw. 
While other ‘hens’ had been 
getting into the spirit of the 
Hawaiian night, doing the 
hula in coconut shell bras 
and grass skirts, Teresa stood 
nursing a glass of wine, feeling 
self-conscious, fat and frumpy. 
Hiding her frame beneath a 
baggy T-shirt and Bermuda 
shorts, a pair of oversized 
sunglasses masked her dark 
expression. ‘Mortified’ by the 
pictures, Teresa knew she 
had to put a stop to her self¬ 
destructive eating. 

Opening her diary, she 
wrote: “It’s been building up 
for a while now but today is 
the day I have finally decided 
that enough is enough and I 
need to do something about 
my weight. My body makes 
me feel ashamed, disgusted, 
unhealthy, unattractive, 
desperate and unhappy.” 

Having seen an advert for 
LighterLife, she promptly 
signed up, promising to 
abstain from ‘normal’ food for 
at least 100 days, and survive 
solely on the programme’s 
calorie-controlled drink 
and food packs. That was in 
October 2012. Six months 
later, she had shed six stone, 
dropped from a size 22 to a 
svelte size 12 and discovered a 
new passion for running. 

The woman before me 


today at her St Neots home is 
a far cry from that awkward, 
unhappy soul in the pictures. 
Radiant, happy and dressed 
in a pretty top, teamed with 
jeggings - which show off her 
toned runners’ legs - she tells 
me she has rediscovered her 
zest for life. 

“People ask me if I feel 
like a new person. I don’t. I 
finally feel like me again!” 
she enthuses. “I have got my 
confidence back, feel happier 
than I have ever been and like 
I can be the role model for my 
children that I always wanted 
to be.” 

Teresa, 36, who lives with 
her husband Ian, 12-year-old 
son loe and eight-year-old 
daughter Rosie, believes her 
eating problems stem from 
childhood. Growing up in East 
London, she had it drilled into 
her that she needed to finish 
everything on her plate. 

“My parents weren’t very 
well off so every penny 
counted, and we were told 
to eat what was on the table, 
because there were starving 
children in Africa that would 
be glad of the food,” she 
recalls. 


A relatively active teenager, 
it was when Teresa took 
her first accountancy job in 
London that she noticed the 
pounds sneaking on. “Then 
I met my husband Ian, and 
we bought our first house 
together at 18, so at an early 
age we were in charge of our 
own budgets. Looking back 
I can see that when I was 
dishing up dinner, I’d dish up 
the same amount for me as 
him, which was too much.” 

Married by the time she 
was 23, Teresa, a corporate 
treasurer, reached a 
‘comfortable’ stage in her 
relationship. “Once I was 
married, I just felt so secure 
and happy, and Ian’s never 
been bothered about my 
weight, so I didn’t really worry 
about it either.” 

Chocolate was her biggest 
vice, alongside a large portion 
of daily ‘stodge’. “We’d have 
comfort food like pasta 
and pies and mash, plus a 
takeaway once a week. My 
favourite was Chinese, and 
we’d order lots of dishes to 
share,” she tells me. 

Giving birth to son loe when 
she was 23, and Rosie three 


years later, Teresa gained 
weight with each pregnancy, 
and though she’d lose some, 
not all the ‘baby bulk’ would 
shift. “I was putting on about 
a stone a year,” Teresa says, 

“I’d end up buying bigger and 
bigger clothes until eventually 
I was wearing a size 22.1 
hated clothes shopping and 
could only shop at specialist 
places like Evans or Yours. I 
just wanted to hide away in 
big baggy black clothes,” she 
admits. 

Teresa’s feelings of self- 
loathing about her body 
meant she struggled to enjoy 
social events. “We used to go 
to Ascot every year with work 
and so two years in a row I 
went to the races feeling that 
I looked disgusting. I hated 
dressing up and putting on 
a hat; I didn’t want to draw 
attention to myself.” 

As well as knocking her 
self-esteem - “I hated eating 
in front of people, because 
I thought they’d be thinking 
‘Oh look at that fat cow eating 
cakes over there’” - Teresa’s 
size meant playing with the 
children was a definite no- 
no. “I would shy away from 
doing things with them; I 
didn’t really like taking them 
swimming and if we went to 
the playground, I’d just sit on 
the bench and watch them.” 

The hardest truth she faced 
was that son foe could be 
bullied at school about her

size. “My son’s at secondary 
school and a few of his friends 
had said ‘You know Joe’s mum, 
the fat one’ and I felt bad for 
him that he was embarrassed 
his mum was overweight,” she 
says sadly. 

Teresa had tried various 
diets and gym classes in a 
bid to budge the pounds, but 
nothing seemed to work. Until 
her Facebook encounter, that 
is. “When I saw the photos 
from the hen weekend at 
Budins, I was mortified,” she 
tells me. “One night we all had 
to dress up as the groom, and 
trying to find a shirt and tie 
that fitted was a nightmare. In 
the end I had to get a T-shirt 
printed with a tie printed 
onto it. I just felt horrible, 
uncomfortable, and disgusted 
at myself the whole weekend.” 

Back home, Teresa and 
her sister-in-law - who had 
accompanied her on the hen 
do and lives in Essex - made a 
pact to join LighterLife Weight 
Management schemes in their 
respective regions. Teresa’s 
start weight, when she signed 
up to Owen Matthews’s classes 
in Huntingdon in October 
2012, was 16 stone 91bs. 

Enlisting on the Total 
Programme, where normal 
eating is replaced by four 
specially formulated food 
packs per day, plus weekly 
counselling sessions, was a 
daunting prospect. “I was a bit 
scared because some people 
had said how extreme it was, 
that it was drastic,” Teresa 
says. “But I said ‘Actually, I’m 
very unhealthy now at this 
size'. My blood pressure was 
getting high and the doctor 
was talking about putting 
me on tablets, so I needed to 
make a change.” 

The determined mum had 
a testing start as her body 
got used to the 600-calorie a 
day plan. “While the first day 
was better than I thought, the 


second was awful; I think my 
body was rebelling because I 
got a really bad migraine and 
felt shaky, sick and ill. I think 
it was the withdrawal from the 
toxins.” 

However, days later she 
began to feel much better, 
buoyed by her end-of-week 
weigh-in, which indicated she 
had already shed six pounds. 

“I was really boosted by that, 
and actually as the weeks went 
on I found the sachets were 
really convenient, particularly 
with me commuting to 
London every day for work.” 

Losing around a stone a 
month, Teresa recalls lots 
of wonderful milestone 
moments on her path back to 
happiness. “There are a few 
things that stick out for me; 
the first pair of long boots 
I was able to wear. It was 
amazing to buy those, as I’d 
always struggled to get them 
to fit my legs,” she enthuses. 
“And I know it sounds funny 
but getting normal underwear, 
not having to buy big granny 
knickers,” she laughs. “Just 
being able to go into normal 
shops was fantastic.” 

With her new-found 
confidence, Teresa was able to 
brush aside her body hang¬ 
ups and get herself back on 
the treadmill. “I’d got so big I 
had stopped going to the gym 
because I was embarrassed to 
be seen. But halfway through 
LighterLife, I felt better about 
going back." 

As she was only consuming 
limited calories a day on the 
plan, Teresa was warned to 
start slowly, and burn no more 
than 300 calories a time. But 
a walk on the treadmill or a 
brief jog gradually built up 
to running, which became 
Teresa’s surprise new love. “I 
always used to hate running. I 
thought I wasn’t built for it but 
actually I was just overweight 
and that was all it was.” 


One hundred days into 
her plan, Teresa could have 
slowly re-introduced normal 
foods to her diet but she 
decided to push on with the 
packets up to six months, to 
lose even more. The results 
showed on the scales with a 
phenomenal six-stone loss. 
And when the slimline mum 
did try ‘normal’ food again, it 
was divine. “Everything tasted 
wonderful; I’d really missed 
coffee with milk and I found I 
experimented more with food, 
using spices and herbs.” 

Since losing her weight, 
Teresa has tackled St Neots 
10k, two half marathons, 
and now has Edinburgh 
Marathon in her sights in May. 
“I felt quite emotional when 
I crossed the finish line of my 
first 10k because it was such 
an achievement,” she smiles. 

“I run three times a week 
now, and it’s really helped to 
keep the weight off. I do an 
extra-long run at the weekend, 
which means I can enjoy a 
Sunday roast with the family 
without feeling too guilty!” 

Having hit the elusive size 
12, Teresa has treated herself 
to a whole new wardrobe, 
and ditched her ‘big clothes’ 
forever. “I actually have colour 
in my wardrobe now!” she 
smiles. 

Besides her svelte figure, 
Teresa has seen a real change 
in her relationships. “My 
husband always loved me the 
way I was but I can tell that 
he is happier now I can really 
be myself,” she enthuses. “My 
children are really happy with 
their new mummy as well. 
Everyone in my life has been 
so supportive - even in the 
workplace where I have found 
myself getting more and more 
involved and speaking up. I’ve 
even had a promotion! I wish 
I’d done LighterLife years ago, 
because I can’t believe how 
much it has changed my life.”

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Living with no regrets 


Reporter DEBRA FOX talks to Kirsty Ashman 
about why she won’t let asthma control her life 


GETTING into university 
means freedom for most teen¬ 
agers. 

But what if being away from 
home made you so ill you had 
to be hospitalized? 

Kirsty Ashman was forced to 
drop out of studying English at 
St Mary’s University in 
Twickenham because of the 
problems caused by her brittle 
asthma. 

She returned home to 
Haverhill after only one term 
in London, and dedicated the 
rest of the year to her recovery. 

In September 2010, she start¬ 
ed again at Anglia Ruskin. 

Kirsty, 22, said: “It was much 
better because I was closer to 
home. The commute was man¬ 
ageable, and when I was in 
hospital I had my family 
around me.” 

The 22-year-old’s lung func¬ 
tion is only at 55 per cent - and 
she is regularly admitted to 
hospital. 

After being admitted seven 
times during her time at Anglia 
Ruskin, she was forced to drop 
out once again. 

“There is only so much you 


can do from home,” Kirsty 
explained. “And in the end I 
realised that I couldn’t keep up 
like that forever. 

“Around the time I was 
beginning to realise that, I had 
a series of bad attacks, was in 
intensive care and spent a lot 
of time in hospital. It kind of 
made my decision to leave for 
me.” 

Kirsty’s asthma is largely 
triggered by allergies so a lot of 
work has to go on in her home, 
in Western Avenue, to make it 
as risk-free as possible. 

She said: “We have to hoover 
really regularly, damp dust, 
and be careful with cleaning 
products because dust and 
chemicals really set me off. 

“I have special anti-allergy 
bedding too which helps.” 

Speaking to Kirsty face-to- 
face, you would never know 
how much she suffers on a day- 
to-day basis. 

Chatting over a pot of tea, she 
is bubbly, confident and much 
like any other woman in her 
twenties. 

However, in order that she 
could make our meeting, 


Kirsty had to clear her diary 
the day before to make sure 
she would be well enough to 
attend. 

“Asthma is so dependent on 
things you can’t control,” she 
said. “You can do what you 
can, but the things that aggra¬ 
vate other people a little bit, 
aggravate me a lot.” 

As well as taking “just about 
every asthma medication 
there is”, Kirsty is on daily ster¬ 
oids, antibiotics and painkill¬ 
ers. 

Every morning, the 22-year- 
old spends 40 minutes taking 
nebulisers - medications you 
breathe in using a special 
machine - and 20 minutes 
doing chest physio to reduce 
the risk of infection. 

The steroids have caused 
Kirsty to have diabetes, weak 
bones and muscle break down. 

Despite having to deal with 
her illness and all of the bag¬ 
gage that comes with it, Kirsty 
is determined to stay focused 
on the future and fulfill her 
dreams of becoming a teacher. 

Currently, she is studying 
biology with the Open

SINGER-songwriter Paul Carrack is one.of the 
hardest-working musicians in the business, as 
evidenced by the announcement of a tour testing 
from October to April, writes Martin Hutchison. 

It seems he has the performing bug. "I've 
had it since I was 16," he tells me, relaxing at 
his home. "It's in the blood, and it's what I've 
always done." 

And this year seems to be an exceptionally 
busy one. "Yeah," he says in his distinctive 
Yorkshire accent. "It has been a busy year; I 
finished my last UK tour back in March, then I 
toured America and Europe with Eric Clapton, 
and since then I've made a new album." 

Eric Clapton? "That's right, I've known him 
for ages and played on a few of his albums 
and played some gigs with him. He's always 
real nice and he likes the way I play. 

"I don't do a lot 'on the side' since I became 
more established as a solo act, and he 
thought I'd be too busy. But he rang me up 
and I just had to do it." 

After years of being in bands, over the last 
15 Paul has mainly been a solo act with his 
own backing band. 

"I've got a great band who have mostly 
been with me for 10 years, and a great 
crew," he says. "Touring has never been 
more enjoyable. We have very appreciative 
audiences and we do it without the aid of a 
big record company." 

Sheffield-born Paul first came to attention 
in the mid-70s as a member of Ace, whose 
evergreen hit, How Long, was written by him. 

From Ace, he moved into the keyboard 
slot vacated by Jools Holland in Squeeze,

Lone Survivor (15,121 mins) 
BASED on the true story of a 
failed Navy SEALs operation to 
kill a high-ranking member of 
the Taliban, Lone Survivor is a 
rousing tribute to the men who 
perished in June 2005 while 
serving their country. 

Director Peter Berg is no 
stranger to explosive action 
and male posturing, having 
previously helmed The 
Kingdom, Hancock and the 
water-logged 2012 blockbuster 
Battleship. 

He is the perfect fit for this 
gruelling material, delivering 
a final 30 minutes that will 
have audiences wincing in 
horror as four SEALs fling 
themselves down the Hindu 
Kush Mountains near the 
Afghanistan-Pakistan border 
during a gunfight with the 
Taliban. 

Broken bones jut through 
shattered limbs and bullets 
scythe through flesh as the 
four-strong team continues to 
fight to the tragic end, aware 
that their struggles could be in 


vain. It's a heroic and harrowing 
portrait of bravado in combat 
and the bonds of brotherhood 
behind enemy lines. 

At Bagram Air Base, Marcus 
Luttrell (Mark Wahlberg), 
Michael Murphy (Taylor Kitsch), 
Danny Dietz (Emile Hirsch) 
and Matt Axelson (Ben Foster) 
await their assignment. During 
downtime, they welcome Shane 
Patton (Alexander Ludwig) 
into the ranks via an initiation 
ceremony, which involves 
dancing in front of the other 
men and reciting a Navy SEALs 
mantra. 

"No matter how dark it gets, 
or how far you fall, you are 
never out of the fight," he 
barks. 

Soon after, Lieutenant 
Commander Erik Kristensen 
(Eric Bana) gives the order to 
hunt Ahmad Shah (Yousuf 
Azami), who is suspected of 
killing marines in Afghanistan. 
The reconnaissance is fatally 
compromised when three 
shepherds, two of whom are 
boys, stumble on the SEALs' 


hiding place. 

The men argue about whether 
they should shoot the locals or 
let them go. 

"It's nobody's business what 
we do up here," argues Axelson. 

Murphy takes the final 
decision to let the villagers go 
and within hours, the SEALs are 
surrounded by hundreds of gun- 
toting Taliban. 

The title of Berg's film might 
give away the ending, but 
Lone Survivor still jangles the 
nerves as Luttrell and co refuse 
to surrender in the face of 
overwhelming odds. 

Wahlberg, Kitsch, Hirsch 
and Foster rise to the physical 
challenge with gusto, propelling 
themselves around hazardous 
mountain terrain as the enemy 
swarms. 

But while Lone Survivor hits 
hard in the action set pieces, 
and leaves us breathless and 
slightly queasy thanks to 
brilliant make-up, the film is 
underpowered when it comes to 
fleshing out the characters and 
their back stories.

Forget the 

spadework 


EACH autumn, there’s a collective, nationwide 
groan as gardeners think about the endless digging 
they’ll be doing over winter to improve their soil’s 
condition for the following year. 

But Charles Dowding, pictured, renowned 
market gardener and expert 
vegetable grower, can offer 
them some good news. 

Over the years, he has 
conducted many experiments 
comparing the effect on plant 
growth of digging with not 
digging and has found that a 
'no-dig' approach is the way to 
go. It not only saves time and 
exertion on digging, but also 
on weeding, because far fewer 
weeds grow on undisturbed soil. by Hannah 

He insists that growth and 
quality are improved by simply covering beds with 
2.5-5cm (1-2in) of compost over the surface. 

"The usual recommendation is to dig or even 
double dig the soil for growing vegetables," he 
says. "Because this is repeated so many times, 
most gardeners accept the task without wondering 
if it is really necessary. In fact, there is no need to 
dig at all.” 

Initial clearance of weedy and grassy ground 
can mostly be achieved with mulches (such as 


cardboard and compost) and some digging out of 
woody plants, then you can maintain the plot by 
weeding regularly. Surface compost weathers to a 
soft mulch over winter and can be directly sown or 
planted into, he adds. 

"Soil does not need to be 
mixed, stirred, scraped or 
tickled. Only large lumps of 
organic matter on top require 
some knocking around with a 
fork or rake to create an even 
surface, mostly in winter and 
spring." 

Dowding has run an 
experiment since 2007 to 
understand the effect on soil 
of digging and not digging, 
comparing growth of the same 
vegetables growing side by side 
in dug and undug beds. 

"In the absence of digging, I have found that 
harvests are as high, sometimes higher, while 
some extra quality of growth on undug soil may be 
apparent. 

"Soil in the undug beds, with compost on its 
surface, is well-drained, retains more moisture in 
dry springs and grows fewer weeds and stronger 
vegetables, especially at the start of the season," 
he explains in his new book Veg Journal, which

offers month-by-month no-dig advice. 

A key point in the no-dig approach is that undug 
soil is firm, which is not the same as compacted; 
roots have freedom to travel and are well-anchored 
at the same time. 

"Fertility is enhanced by an increase of 
undisturbed soil life, which mobilises nutrients 
and helps plant roots to access them," he 
continues. "This is most noticeable in early spring, 
when growth on undug soil is generally faster 
by comparison with dug soil, whose fertility, in 
terms of soil life, is still recovering from the winter 
digging." 

In experiments he found that during spring and 
early summer, many vegetables on the dug beds, 
especially radish, onions and spinach, started 
growing more slowly, and that in the undug beds 
the leaves of spinach and lettuce were thicker 


and glossier, the radish roots were shinier and the 
onions had a deeper colour. 

He says that firm soil is often wrongly labelled as 
'compacted', yet soil which has been mechanically 
loosened and fluffed up is not stable, which is why 
you have to walk on planks after digging heavy soil 
to avoid compaction. 

Compacted soil is squishy when wet, rock-like 
when dry, contains few or no worm channels, 
is hard to crumble in your hand and may smell 
sulphurous because of lack of oxygen. It usually 
happens in the top 15-20cm (6-8in) of the surface 
and if it does, he advises adding plenty of organic 
matter. 

He concludes: "My advice is simple: disturb your 
soil as little as possible."

AFTER the worst winter 
storms to hit Britain for two 
decades, drivers are being 
reminded about the need for 
more regular tyre checks. 

With its potential to cause 
aquaplaning, standing water 
remains a major hazard in 
many parts of the UK, while 
damaged road surfaces also 
presents a different tyre 
related challenge. However, 
by taking just a few minutes 
to inspect your tyres 
regularly, TyreSafe advises 
that the impact of these 
issues can be reduced. 

“Although floods in many 
areas are starting to subside, 
motorists are still faced with 
a couple of serious tyre 
related challenges which can 
be minimised if they spend a 
few moments regularly 
checking their tyres,” advises 
Stuart Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe. “The checks are 
incredibly easy to make, but 
they could make the world of 
difference to your safety on 
the road.” 

While driving through deep 
flood water has a wide range 
of associated risks and 
should be tackled with 
extreme caution, smaller 
areas of standing water may 
be less easy to avoid but 
equally dangerous. 

On vehicles equipped with 
tyres that have insufficient or 
low levels of tread depth, 



AQUAPLANING: Be sure your tyres are road-safe 


water between the tyres and 
the road surface may not be 
removed quickly enough. This 
layer of water builds up in 
front of the tyres until the 
tyre loses contact with the 
road surface. This loss of 
traction, or aquaplaning, 
causes the wheels to slip and 
prevents the vehicle from 
responding to steering, 
braking or acceleration. As a 
result, the vehicle can lose 
control, starting to skid or 
spin dangerously. 

To reduce the risk of 
aquaplaning, drivers are 


advised to check the tread 
depth of their tyres. New 
tyres often have a tread 
depth of around 8mm, far 
greater than the legal 
minimum requirement of 
1.6mm, which makes them 
much more efficient at 
removing water and able to 
cope with standing water. 

Enough to suffer from 
aquaplaning should heed 
the advice of organisations 
such as the AA who 
recommend holding the 
steering wheel lightly and 
lifting off the throttle until 


the tyres regain grip. 

Meanwhile, damaged road 
surfaces and potholes caused 
by the recent wet weather 
also present another 
significant tyre safety hazard. 
When tyres hit large 
potholes, they have the 
potential to be suffer internal 
damage which could cause 
the tyre to fail 
catastrophically, leaving the 
driver unable to control the 
vehicle.

At launch, the ASX’s appearance 
aped that of the now departed Colt 
supermini, but the slightly angular 
look does much to give the ASX an 
’edge’ amongst the more rounded 
competition. 

It’s the same inside, with the ASX’s 
cabin clearly at the more durable 
end of the scale, and active families 
will no doubt approve of the tough 
cabin plastics and their bash-proof 
qualities. 

That’s about as rough and tumble 


as the ASX gets, however. 
Mitsubishi’s latest updates include 
a greater level of sound proofing to 
boost cabin refinement, while the

standard specification has been 
given a welcome uplift. There’s now 
Bluetooth connectivity across the 
range, for example. 

Furthermore, along with the exist¬ 
ing 1.6-litre 115bhp petrol and 1.8- 
litre 114bhp diesel engines, 
Mitsubishi has introduced a six- 
speed automatic transmission 
option tied to the larger 2.2-litre 
148bhp from its Outlander model. 


This flagship combo also comes 
with full-time four-wheel drive - an 
option on the 1.8 diesel - while the 
rest of the range ships in wallet and 
city-friendly front-wheel drive. 

On the road the 2.2-litre ASX 
proves to be a brisk and refined per¬ 
former. You sit higher than in a 
conventional family hatchback but 
there’s very little in the way of pitch 
and roll when on the move. 

Visibility is, as you’d expect, good 
for a lofty SUV like the ASX. With 
weighty steering and a responsive 
auto gearbox, confidence levels are 
high regardless of the conditions. 

Leave the all-wheel drive system 
alone and it’ll direct power quickly 
to the wheels that need it most, 
although you have the option of 
locking the split equally fore and aft 
if you need more traction. A11 in ah 
the ASX easily punches above its 
weight on the road and off it. 

Keen to boost the car’s appeal in 
an increasingly crowded market¬ 
place, Mitsubishi has both simpli¬ 
fied and enhanced its trim levels.

Paffett excited with 
changes to FI rules 


GARY Paffett believes this 
year’s Formula One World 
Driver’s Championship 
promises to be one of the 
most exciting as teams 
battle to get to grips with 
new regulations for 2014. 

The changes have com¬ 
pelled teams to go back to 
the drawing board with 
new designs that will sig¬ 
nificantly affect the way 
the cars handle. 

McLaren unveiled their 
new MP4-29 at their base 
in Woking last week but the 
team’s Haverhill-based 
test driver Paffett has 
already had a taste of what 
Jenson Button and Kevin 
Magnussen and the rest of 
the drivers can expect this 
season having racked up 


the hours in the simulator. 

“It’s going to be more dif¬ 
ficult to drive because the 
car is going to be looser,” 
said Paffett. 

“We’ll see the guys who 
have better car control 
coming through. 

“With the amount of 
torque we have, control¬ 
ling that and making sure 
you don’t tear the rear 
tyres apart is going to be 
very important. 

“It’s going to be an 
intriguing season.” 

The biggest changes 
include the return of turbo 
engines, new guidelines 
governing aerodynamics 
and refined energy recov¬ 
ery systems. 

“We’ve been developing 


the car for a long time,” 
continued Paffett. 

“Balance-wise it feels 
pretty strong. The 
performance of the car 
with regards to downforce 
and power is different. 

“The car has less down- 
force so it moves around 
more and there’s more 
torque, especially out of 
the corners. It’s harder to 
handle the cars.” 

Paffett expects the 
changes will result in a 
genuine test of skill. 

“The drivers are going to 
have to be more careful 
getting on the throttle 
because there isn’t the low 
downforce we’ve had in 
previous years,” he said. 

Paffett, 32, will again bal¬ 


ance his FI commitments 
with a campaign in the 
DTM (German Touring Car 
Championship), but with a 
new car comes more 
opportunity for testing. 

“It could make my role as 
test driver more important, 
we won’t really know until 
the season starts. 

“There’s more to look at, 
as with a complete new car 
the first few races are going 


to be quite different.” 

McLaren endured a diffi¬ 
cult season last year, fin¬ 
ishing fifth in the con¬ 
structors’ championship. 

With new regulations, 
Paffett hopes a clean slate 
will bring a change in for¬ 
tunes. We weren’t compet¬ 
itive enough last year. 

“At McLaren we should be 
fighting for race victories 
and championships.”
